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Waste centre Is 
saved from axe

THE Newmarket Household Waste 
Recycling Centre (HWRC) has been 
saved from closure by the inter¬ 
vention of a local charity 

The threatened Depot Road centre won 
a reprieve until the end of July after a 
storm of protest, but its future looked 
bleak as Suffolk County Council 
maintained it could not afford the service. 

Newmarket Open Door, a charity which 
operates a charity superstore and training centre 
and a charity shop in the town, will step into the 
breach. 

Warwick Hirst, a member of Newmarket Town 
Council, said: “I’m delighted if there’s a way of 
keeping it open. Whatever people say about the 
town council, we organised the march and led 
the campaign to keep it open, so understandably 
I’m keen to see the detail of what Open Door are 
doing.” 

The centre will close its doors as a council-run 
site on July 31, and reopen as Open Door on 
Friday, August 22. 

John Durrant, general manager of Newmarket 
Open Door, said: “We have always encouraged 
people taking items to the HWRC to offer them to 
us first, so when that site was threatened it was a 
natural progression to expand the range of items 
we would take - particularly those we can make 
money on, like glass and tins.

“But we weren’t keen to 
take wood, garden 
rubbish or anything we 
can’t recycle because 
these are costly to dispose 
of.” 

The charity will get rid 
of the full range of waste, 
but the service is to cost 
between £3 and £12, 
depending on the size of 
the vehicle bringing waste 
to the centre. 

The site is currently 
open between 9am and 
4pm or 5pm depending 
on the season, and the 
new service will assume 
the service’s existing 
Sunday hours of 10am 
and 4pm seven days a 
week. 

Cllr Hirst said operating 
at reduced hours was 
vastly better than offering 
no service, and said he 
saw no problem in 
principle with people 
paying for the service, but 
added he wanted to see 
more detailed proposals. 

Cllr Sandy Martin, 
leader of Suffolk County 
Council’s Labour group, 
agreed a service was 
better than closure, but 
criticised the reduced 
opening hours and said 
HWRCs were a statutory 
duty of county councils 
and must be provided for 
free. 

Suffolk County Council 
will provide the land at a 
peppercorn rent, New¬ 
market Town Council will 
contribute £15,000 
towards keeping the site 
going and Forest Heath 
District Council will 
consider how it can 
contribute.

A CATTERY owner who struggled to keep up 
with her 64-year-old dad is to complete five 
runs in five weeks - one for every stone she 
has lost. 

Keren Goff, 32, and her husband, Trevor, 45, 
took over the Fordham Boarding Cattery three 
years ago in July, but time pressures made 
Mrs Goff regularly resort to takeaways and 
ready meals and within a year of taking over 
the business, she had piled on two stones. 

She said: “I felt generally quite unfit and 
pretty much unhappy. It was quite a lot harder 
work working at the cattery - it’s quite a 
physical job, it was quite hard to get things 
done during the day.” 

She even found it tough keeping pace with 


her father, who is twice her age, when they 
were out walking. 

But the crunch came when she paid a visit 
to her doctors for a routine check-up. She 
said: “They actually said to me ‘do you realise 
you are clinically obese?’ which was a 
massive shock. I was 30 at the time and I had 
a matching Body Mass Index and it was kind 
of my motivation to start losing weight.” 

Within eight months of joining Newmarket’s 
Rosemary Conley Diet and Fitness Club, she 
had shed 5st 21b, and dropped from a size 
18/20 to a trim 10 / 12 , and she hit her target 
weight of 9st 6 V 2 lb in May last year. 

Mrs Goff, who once found walking a 
struggle, has got the spring back in her step 


and runs 5k three times a week, and attends 
two exercise classes. 

She finished Cancer Research UK’s 5k 
Race for Life last June, and their Run 10k 
event in October, and has now set her sights 
even higher. 

Mrs Goff is determined to completing five 
Cancer Research UK events in five weeks, one 
for each of the five stones she has lost. 

Her target is £1,000 and she is already well 
on the way to achieving her total. She 
completed her first Race for Life event in Bury 
St Edmunds last Sunday and she is looking 
forward to attempting her first half-marathon 
in October.

Database launch is 
backed by Holly’s dad

A LONG-AWAITED police 
database allowing forces 
to share intelligence 
could “change the face of 
policing”, the father of 
murdered schoolgirl 
Holly Wells has said. 

Kevin Wells said the national 
database was a “defining 
moment” which could make the 
10th anniversary of his 
daughter’s death next summer 
“so much easier to bear”. 

The database, which holds 
details of up to 15 million 
people, was the key reco¬ 
mmendation of Lord Bichard’s 
inquiry into the Soham murders 
in 2002. 

It is designed to stop killers 
like Ian Huntley from slipping 
through the net by crossing 
force boundaries. 

Mr Wells said the database is 
“the perfect end-product

befitting such a high-profile 
inquiry”. 

In a letter to the National 
Policing Improvement Agency 
(NPIA) which runs the 
database, Mr Wells wrote: “In 
much the same way as we’ve 
privately shared our positive 
feelings and views to you and 
the team, there does exist a 
desire to shout about this 
achievement and herald its 


successful arrival to a wider 
audience. 

“It would after all be an 
appropriate reaction from two 
parents witnessing a defining 
moment to mark the passing of 
their daughter.” 

If it produces results “then 
the 10-year anniversary of 
losing Holly will be so much 
easier to bear”, he wrote. 

Sharon and Les Chapman, 
whose daughter Jessica was also 
killed by Huntley, said it was 
important that “something 
constructive and encouraging is 
born out of the loss of our 
precious daughter and her 
friend”. 

In a joint statement, the 
couple said: “We hope its use 
will mean other families don’t 
suffer the same loss and 
heartbreak as we did.” 

NPIA said the database 
combines intelligence from the 
43 police forces in England and 
Wales, eight in Scotland, the 
British Transport Police, the 
Police Service of Northern 
Ireland, the Child Exploitation 


and Online Protection centre 
(Ceop), the Serious and 
Organised Crime Agency (Soca) 
and the military police. 

After the two 10-year-old girls 
were murdered in 2002, police 
were widely criticised when it 
emerged that Huntley had 
moved from Humberside to 
Cambridgeshire and got a job at 
a school in Soham, despite 
being investigated for rape and 
having sex with an underage 
girl. 

Lord Bichard said eight 
separate pieces of intelligence 
had been gathered on Huntley 
but they were not brought 
together because they were held 
by separate police forces. 

The details of between 10 
million and 15 million people 
have already been entered in 
the new database, including 
victims of sex offences, murder, 
kidnapping and wounding with 
intent to cause grievous bodily 
harm, the NPIA said. 

Some 12,000 users across the 
country will be able to access 
the information from around 


150 police systems. The 
database will reportedly be 
carefully monitored and 
secured. 

Daniel Hamilton, director of 
campaign group Big Brother 
Watch, said: “While it makes 
sense for police forces to share 
information about suspects and 
convicted criminals, ordinary 
members of the public should 
not have their personal details 
logged in this way. 

“The Government should 
come forward and admit 
they’ve made a mistake. 

“Nobody has a problem with 
a database of criminals but we 
should never build a database 
of innocent people and crime 
victims. 

“The risk of this data falling 
into the hands of criminals is 
too horrifying to comprehend.” 

But Policing Minister Nick 
Herbert insisted: “It is strongly 
in the interests of the public 
and the victims of crime that 
this information is shared so 
that criminals can be pursued 
and brought to justice.” 
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Schools 
face up 
to strike 


“OPEN as usual” is the 
message from West 
Suffolk’s schools as 
today’s teachers’ strike 
takes hold. 

The National Union 
of Teachers (NUT) and 
the Association of 
Teachers and Lecturers 
voted earlier this month 
for industrial action 
after a dispute with the 
Government over 
teachers’ pensions. 

Union leaders had 
warned that most 
schools across Britain 
would have to close for 
the one-day walk out, 
but the vast majority of 
schools in this region 
have told the Weekly 
News they will be 
operating as normal.

Heartbreak 
for our 
Olympic 
hopefuls

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POTENTIAL Olympic stars from the 
Newmarket area are upset after family 
and friends missed out in the ballot for 
tickets for the Games. 

More than 1.2 million people were 
left disappointed when they discov¬ 
ered they had been unsuccessful in 
the ballot to see one of the 26 sports 
on offer at next summer’s Games. 

But even the parents of some of the 
country’s medal hopefuls failed to 
gain entry to the ‘Greatest Show on 
Earth’. 

Track cyclist Ross Edgar, 28, from 
Newmarket, who took silver in the 
Keirin event in the Beijing, said that 


he “didn’t know anybody who got a 
ticket”. 

The cyclist said: “I guess the 
system is as fair as it can be and the 
fact that athletes get two tickets per 
session is something. 

“Unfortunately, cycling is one of 
those popular sports where a lot of 
people are going for tickets so it 
would be hard to get anyone in to 
watch it.” 

British javelin record holder, Goldie 
Sayers, 27, who finished fourth in 
Beijing, also said that most of her 
friends had missed out on tickets. 

Goldie, from Newmarket, told the 


Weekly News : “You think you will be 
competing in front of your friends and 
family but you won’t be. 

“It’s good that my parents get two 
tickets allocated per session I 
compete in, in previous years that 
wasn’t the case, so that is a positive.” 

A spokesman for the London 
Organising Committee of the Olympic 
Games said: “Each athlete from every 
country will have the option to 
purchase two tickets for every session 
they compete in. The 70,000 reserved 
tickets for athletes will be allocated in 
addition to the tickets reserved by 
individual sporting organisations.” 


Ex-jockey loses tight tor life 


FORMER jockey Richard Fox 
has died after spending nearly 
two months on a life support 
machine. 

The 57-year-old Irishman 
never fully regained cons¬ 
ciousness after hitting his head 
in a fall while shopping in his 
hometown of Newmarket. 

He had to be revived by 
doctors after his heart stopped 
beating for 15 minutes and was 
admitted to the West Suffolk 
Hospital in Bury St Edmunds, 


where he died at lam on 
Tuesday. 

The jockey suffered an 
aneurysm while on the 
Newmarket gallops in 1999, 
which was treated by an eight- 
and-a-half hour operation. 
After that he became a 
beneficiary of the Injured 
Tockey’s Fund, raising money 
with after-dinner speeches. 

His career began as an 
apprentice with Frenchie 
Nicholson and claimed his first 


win in 1972. 

His handicap victories 
included the Lincoln, 
Cesarewitch, Northumberland 
Plate, Ascot Stakes and 
Bunbury Cup. 

Following retirement, Mr Fox 
worked as a double for actor 
Rupert Grint in one of the 
Harry Potter films. 

He leaves his wife Maria and 
two children, Francesca and 
Dominic, who is also a jockey. 


US serviceman dies in accident near airbase 


AN American airman who was 
killed when he was hit by a car 
was described as a “true 
patriot” yesterday. 

The victim of the crash 
outside the main gate of RAF 
Mildenhall, which happened 
just before 11pm on Monday, 


was named as Airman 1st Class 
Tyler Patton, from the 48th 
Security Forces Squadron, who 
was based at RAF Lakenheath. 

Col William Lewis, vice¬ 
commander of the 48th Fighter 
Wing, said the 20-year-old had 
been a security forces 


apprentice. 

Col Lewis said: “Tyler was a 
combat veteran, a true patriot 
and a friend to all.” 

The accident happened on 
the A1101 at Beck Row and 
involved a blue Rover, which 
was being driven by an airman 


from the 352nd Special 
Operations Group, based at RAF 
Mildenhall. 

Witnesses are asked to call Pc 
Andrew Fossey at the serious 
collision investigation team on 
(01473) 613500. 


A MARRIED couple 
fraudulently acquired 
“luxury goods” for their 
home by using a one-off 
Tesco discount voucher 
63 times in seven stores - 
crossing four counties in 
the process, a court was 
told. 

Instead of relinquishing their 
£17.50 ClubCard coupon after 
they first used it, Nigel and 
Penny Ward went on using it 
over a period of seven months, 
dishonestly collecting items to 
the value of £1,085. 

Their spending spree covered 
Cambridgeshire, Suffolk, Essex 
and Northamptonshire. 

The Wards, of Hillside Mea¬ 
dow, Fordham, admitted fraud 
by false representation from 
December 15 to June 8 when 
they appeared at Cambridge 
Magistrates’ Court. 

Paul Brown, prosecuting, 
said: “Once used, you have to 
hand the voucher in to the till 
operator, or, if using self-service 
tills, put it in a special draw so 
you cannot re-use it. 

“But when the couple used 
the self-service machine, they 
scanned the voucher and put a 
plain slip of paper in the 
drawer, allowing them to use 
the discount again in seven 
different Tesco branches across 
the region, 62 different times.” 

He added: “Tesco became 
aware of the fraud as they could

see it was the same voucher 
because it had the same serial 
number. 

“They could then track the 
owner of the Club Card and 
provide police with details of the 
Wards. Officers went to their 
address, where they found 
£1,085 worth of luxury goods.” 

The court heard that Mrs 
Ward, 41, who has arthritis and 
has been registered disabled 
since 1991, and her 45-year-old 
husband and carer had faced a 
series of difficulties in recent 
years. 

Mary Cleaver, mitigating, 
said: “The couple have had a 
catalogue of catastrophic 
occasions. 

“In 11 years they have had 
seven different rented 
addresses and are due to be 
evicted again on July 25. They 
also face constant financial 
strain and live on a very low 
weekly income.” 

Mrs Cleaver, who denied that 
the items found by police were 
luxuries, added: “They have 
been waiting to be discovered. 

“They knew what they were 
doing was wrong. It was not a 
sophisticated piece of criminal 
activity. There was no effort to 
cover their tracks and they even 
kept all their receipts.” 

The case was adjourned to 
July 11 for sentencing.

Doorstep 

top-ups 

warning 

NEWMARKET residents 
have been warned by police 
to beware of criminals 
selling electricity top-ups on 
doorsteps. 

Prepayment meter fraud 
is increasing, and at least 
one district in Suffolk has 
already been affected. 

In Ipswich, the scam has 
involved fraudsters knock¬ 
ing on doors and offering 
electricity top-up worth £50 
for about £25. 

But energy companies 
only ever sell top-ups 
through PayPoint, Payzone 
and the Post Office, and can 
identify illegally topped-up 
meters, so customers may 
be forced to pay for their 
energy twice. 

More than 230,000 
incidents involving 127,000 
customers have been 
recorded across the country, 
at an estimated cost to 
customers of £7 million. In 
Ipswich alone, 2,043 
offences have been 
recorded, affecting 926 
properties. 

Energy companies are 
working with the police to 
tackle energy fraud. Top-up 
Safe, a national campaign, is 
alerting customers to the 
risks involved in buying 
illegal top-ups.

Top trainer In 
tribunal case 


Ex-employee claims sex discrimination

ONE of Newmarket’s top 
trainers, John Gosden, has 
been accused of sex 
discrimination by a former 
employee. 

Julia Bocan, 28, claims she was 
dismissed from her job as a second 
head lad for Mr Gosden, right, last 
year because she was pregnant. 

She also says she was unlawfully 
selected for redundancy. 

Ms Bocan gave evidence at an 
employment tribunal in Bury St 
Edmunds yesterday in which she 
said she became pregnant in 
January 2010. 

She said she was out on a hen 
night in February last year, which 
included work colleagues, during 
which she had mentioned her 
pregnancy and she believes the 
information was reported back to 
her employer. 

But, Matthew Hodson, 
representing the respondent, said 
Mr Gosden had not known about 
Ms Bocan’s pregnancy until after

the redundancy process started 
later in February. 

He said: “It is submitted that the 
prima facie position must be this is 
a genuine redundancy situation. 
Mr Gosden has confirmed 
unquestionably there was not the 
work for two people.” 

He said Ms Bocan was the less 
experienced of the two women 
who held similar roles, her 
German qualifications were not 
equally well-regarded in the UK, 
and when a comparison chart was 


later drawn up to measure the 
performance of six employees 
from a wider pool, Ms Bocan 
scored just 14, whereas the next- 
lowest-scoring worker achieved 28 
points. 

Mr Hodson said she had not 
responded to attempts by her 
former employers to get her input 
on the situation before a final 
decision was made. 

Ms Bocan said she had not 
understood the scoring system in 
use on the points sheet, and had 
only viewed a full copy of the chart 
on Monday. 

She said she felt her dismissal 
had already been decided upon, 
and disputed the contents of the 
notes taken during meetings 
concerning her dismissal, but had 
not proposed amendments to the 
notes.

NEWMARKET train 
travellers’ plans were 
thrown into disarray 
after an elderly woman 
crashed her car through 
a fence and onto a 
railway line. 

The accident caused 
disruption to more than 50 
trains between Cambridge, 
Ely and Bury St Edmunds. 

The woman, who is in her 
late 60s, had parked her car 
close to the Old Station in 
Higham last Friday. Police 
believe she tried to pull away 
to drive off, but put the car 
into reverse by mistake. 

The silver Honda Accord 
smashed through the fence at 
around 12.40pm and came to 
a halt on the railway, where it 
blocked both lines for more 
than two hours.

The driver was treated for 
shock but both she and 
another woman, who was a 
passenger in the car, were 
uninjured. 

A spokesman for Suffolk 
police said: “It probably 
caused a bit of disruption to 
the running of the trains for a 
short period of time, but 
apart from the trains, it did 
not cause any problems 
elsewhere. 

“The recovery happened 
reasonably quickly and we 
removed the vehicle from the 
lines.” 

A crane was brought in to 
remove the car from the 
tracks. 

Passengers who were 


intending to journey between 
Cambridge, Ely and Bury St 
Edmunds were unable to 
travel. 

Forty nine trains were 
delayed by the accident, three 
were forced to start or 
terminate early, and six were 
cancelled. 

National Express, the 
railway operator in the 
affected areas, dealt with the 
situation by laying on free 
taxis and minibuses to 
transport the stranded 
travellers. 

While a spokeswoman for 
National Express East Anglia 
said alternative travel was 
usually organised on a 
station-to-station basis, at 
least one passenger said he 
had received a free taxi ride 
from Cambridge to Ipswich, a 
journey one taxi company 


said would have cost around 
£90. 

A spokeswoman for Nat¬ 
ional Express East Anglia, 
said: “National Express East 
Anglia train services were 
temporarily suspended bet¬ 
ween Cambridge, Ely and 
Bury St Edmunds on Friday 
afternoon for approximately 
two hours due to a report of a 
road vehicle obstructing the 
line. 

“We provided alternative 
transport for our customers 
while Network Rail worked to 
restore the normal service. We 
apologise for any incon¬ 
venience caused.” 

Network Rail, the body 
responsible for the 
infrastructure of the railways, 
installed a temporary fence 
and examined the tracks for 
damage.

Drugs man broke 
In police station 


A MAN who broke into a 
police station after he found 
the front door locked has 
avoided jail. 

Ian Crosby, 31, even enjoyed a 
drink from the canteen during his 
illegal late-night visit to Bury St 
Edmunds police station, which he 
had attended to answer his bail for 
drug offences, Ipswich Crown Court 
heard last Friday. 

Crosby, of Ferneley Crescent, 
Newmarket, had picked up a laptop 
and a bag of police evidence inside 
the station during his visit on 
February 23. 

He fled when confronted by a 
member of staff and was chased by 
a police officer into a nearby 
graveyard, where he was arrested. 

Naomi Turner, prosecuting, said 


Crosby had failed to attract the 
attention of anyone behind the 
station’s locked door and then tried 
throwing a stone at a window which 
broke, and he climbed inside. 

The court heard Crosby, who had 
been drinking, had cut himself as he 
climbed out of the broken window, 
and used his blood to write his 
name on a cell wall after his arrest. 

Mrs Turner said that Crosby was 
on bail following a police search of 
his home on October 6, 2009, where 
six golf ball-sized packages of 
cocaine with a street value of £8,350 
were found in a shed, and 12 
cannabis plants were found in a 
cupboard under the stairs, which 
would have produced cannabis 
worth £800. 

Judge John Holt said he accepted 


the drugs had not been Crosby’s and 
that he had obtained no financial 
gain from them. 

Charles Myatt, mitigating, said: 
“This was at a time in his life when 
he was at somewhat of a low ebb. If 
he hadn't had a drink it is certain 
that he wouldn’t have done it.” 

Crosby had pleaded guilty to 
burglary, causing criminal damage, 
permitting the use of premises for 
drug supply and permitting the use 
of premises for the production of 
cannabis. 

He was sentenced to a total of six 
months’ imprisonment, suspended 
for two years. He was also given a 
curfew between 9.45pm and 5am 
for the next six months, and told he 
must complete 250 hours of unpaid 
community work. 
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Blazing truck causes town traffic chaos 


TRAFFIC was diverted through New¬ 
market after a major lorry fire which set 
off a series of explosions forced the 
closure of the A14 - causing serious 
traffic disruption. 

Motorists were diverted through the 
town and Cambridgeshire firefighters 
attended the blaze at around 4am on 
Tuesday, which closed the road between 
Exning and Quy. 

The incident caused major traffic 
disruptions. The A11 was closed in both 
directions between Nine Mile Hill and 
Six Mile Bottom because of the fire on 
the A14. 

Diverted traffic caused delays on the 
A1303 into Newmarket between the 
Swaffham Heath Road junction and the 
A1304 Barbara Stradbroke Avenue 
junction. 

The fire service issued a warning to 
keep doors and windows shut if affected 
by the smoke. The lorry was carrying car 
parts and batteries, and residents 
reported hearing a series of explosions. 

Police opened the eastbound 
carriageway by 8am but the westbound 
was closed for several hours after the 
blaze started in a lorry parked in a lay-by. 

A spokesman for Cambridgeshire Fire 
and Rescue Service said the lorry was on 
the westbound carriageway but for 
public safety both carriageways were 
closed. 

He warned anyone affected by the 
smoke should keep doors and windows 
closed in the Newmarket area. 

Four fire engines, including a water 
carrier from Newmarket, were sent to 
the scene. Crews allowed the fire to 
burn itself out in a controlled manner. 

The driver of the lorry was uninjured 
but was given a precautionary checkover 
at the scene by paramedics.

POLICE have issued a 
fresh warning to mo¬ 
torists after thefts from 
101 vehicles in Forest 
Heath since the start of 
April. 

Many of the items have 
been stolen after being left on 
display inside vehicles and 
some of the goods have been 
taken from vehicles which 
have been left unlocked. 

Cash, 21 sat-navs and 14 
iPods are among the stolen 
goods. 

Det Insp Andy Footer, of 
Suffolk Police, said: “Many of 
these victims have made it 
easy for a thief to strike. It 
only takes seconds to smash a 
car window and grab what¬ 


ever can be seen inside, and if 
the vehicle is insecure it’s 
even more tempting. But 
basic things like double¬ 
checking you’ve locked your 
car and not just trusting the 
remote, and taking everything 
with you will mean you’re far 
more likely to come back to a 
secure vehicle.” 

To keep belongings safe, 


police have advised parking 
in busy, well-lit areas and 
removing all tempting goods 
from the vehicle, even down 
to loose change. 

Det Insp Footer added: “As 
well as taking steps to secure 
property, I would urge people 
to be vigilant and report any 
suspicious activity in their 
area. If you see anyone acting 


strangely around vehicles, call 
police immediately. 

“If you are offered an item 
for sale like a sat-nav or 
stereo in unusual circum¬ 
stances or without a box, 
consider if the seller is 
genuine. If in doubt, contact 
your local officer.” 

Officers have suggested 
hiding leads and chargers, 
and wiping the suction pad 
marks left by sat-navs from 
car windows. 

Valuables inscribed with 
owners’ postcodes or Smart-

Quartet in 1,000-mile fundraiser 


MEN from Burwell took to the hills for 
a gruelling bike ride between Land’s 
End and John O’Groats to raise 
money for Cancer Research UK.

It was like a 
positive diversion from a grim 
situation.” 

The men smashed their original

Mr James said: “There were some 
moments that were difficult, but then 
there were some gorgeous moments 
as well, some of the scenery was 
stunning.”

Police pledge

Museum puts own history 
on display for Its birthday 


Suffolk return for Roman dish 


A MAGNIFICENT artefact is 
set to return to the county 
where it was first discovered 
almost 70 years ago. 

The Mildenhall Great Dish 
is the prize item in one of the 
most important collections 
of late-Roman silver 
tableware around today, 
known as the Mildenhall 
Treasure. 

The 4th century find was 
made in the Suffolk town in 
1942 by a farmer and will be 
part of the British Museum’s 
Spotlights Tour when it goes 
on public display at Ipswich 
Museum early next year. 


The Great Dish, also 
known as the Neptune or 
Oceanus Dish, features 
Bacchic imagery which 
had a long history in 
Greek and Roman 
art. 

Experts have 
said its circular 
patterns are some 
of the finest to 
survive from the 
Roman Empire. 

The loan is a part 
of the British Museum’s 
work in supporting 
Ipswich in developing their 
main museum.

MILDENHALL Museum is cele¬ 
brating its 60th birthday - with 
an exhibition charting its own 
history. 

Councillors and trustees of the 
Mildenhall and District Museum 
gathered together last Friday for an 
anniversary celebration organised to 
thank those involved for their 
commitment to the museum, which was 
established in 1951. 

Peter Merrick, who has been a trustee 
for almost 20 years, said: “The main 
effort at the moment is to carry on 
progressing the museum. To have 
survived as an independent for 60 years 
is quite wonderful.” 

The exhibition exploring changes to 
the museum over the years, from its 
beginnings in a room in the old town hall 
in 1951, will open in the next few weeks. 

Mr Merrick, 78, said the museum has 
modernised over the years, and the way 
it displays its contents has improved. 

He added: “Actually, the whole thing 
has been redone over the last 60 years 


and, of course, the whole collection has 
increased the whole time; we have never 
stopped getting other thngs.” 

The museum has seven rooms filled 
with objects ranging from Roman coins 


to a printing press from 1847 and a 17th 
century wall hanging of painted canvas 
found in Mildenhall’s Mill Street. 

He said: “Everything we have got here 
has some local connection. If somebody 


offered us million-pound gold bars from 
Rome, you could imagine we would say 
no thank you.” 

He said he thinks the King Street 
museum’s most interesting item is the 
replica of the Mildenhall treasure. The 
hoard of late-Roman silver was 
unearthed in the 1940s during ploughing 
near the town and is now at the British 
Museum in London. 

Mr Merrick said: “We want to expand 
and at the moment, we are going 
through the torture of going for a Lottery 
grant. Forest Heath District Council have 
promised to help us as well if we get it.” 

If their application is successful, they 
will use the money to fund an extension 
to house the remains of the Lakenheath 
warrior and horse from Anglo-Saxon 
times, which were unearthed at RAF 
Lakenheath in 1997. 

He said: “Everyone thinks Newmarket, 
Bury St Edmunds and Cambridge are 
more important, but Mildenhall in its 
day was an extremely important place in 
Roman and Anglo-Saxon times.”

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Charity man 
beats fear 
of bicycles 



THOMAS Betts doesn't 
just hate bikes, he's 
actually terrified of them 
- which makes what he 
is doing quite amazing. 

He is battling to overcome 
his two-wheeled phobia to 
take part in a gruelling 1,000- 
mile cycle race, backed by the 
Duke and Duchess of Cam¬ 
bridge. 

The marathon event, in aid 
of wounded service men and 
women, is called the Varsity 
Triple Crown Challenge and 
will involve two teams of 
cyclists pedalling from 
London to Edinburgh via 
Cardiff - and back.

We were stuck in the 
middle of nowhere, and it 
was a real ordeal. 

“She recovered, but it put 
me off all things to do with 
cycling from then on. 

“Now, for the first time in a 
decade, I’ve been on a bike - 
and I’m clocking up 
hundreds of miles a week.”

A NY dream will do, as the song 
goes; but for Keith Jack, baby¬ 
faced runner-up of that particular 
BBC talent show, there was only one - to 
get his hands on that coat of many 
colours. 

Until recently, the dream looked distant. Told he 
looked too young to play the lead, the 19-year-old 
lost out by a hair’s breadth to Lee Mead in the 
nation’s search for the next Joseph in 2007. 

Now 23, the former checkout boy from Dalkeith, 
Midlothian, has finally made it - and feels he’s 
bringing some of his own journey to the role. 

“It’s a bit of a relief really,” says Keith. “It’s been 
four years since Any Dream Will Do and I didn’t 
think I’d ever get the chance to do it, so to finally 
be here is fantastic. 

“ Joseph and the Amazing Technicolor 
Dreamcoat is such a well-loved show, people know 
it from when they were children, and it’s got all 
those classic songs. It’s a great show to be part of- 
it sends you away with a smile on your face.” 

Keith has been stepping out in the role of Joseph 
since the tour reprised this time last year, having 
played the narrator to Craig Chalmers’ Joseph on 
the previous tour. 

“That was great,” he says, “but I feel that Joseph 
is a better character for me. He moves on from 



being a little boy to becoming the Prince of Egypt, 
and I was just a boy when I did the programme - 
but now I feel a lot more mature so I can tell what 
he would be feeling. I think you bring a bit of 
yourself to the character, so hopefully I’ll bring a 
bit of what I’ve been through to the role.” 

Keith proved a popular contestant on the BBC1 
show; his vocals were considered the strongest by 
many, and supporters have since posted YouTube 
videos of alternate endings where Keith took the 
title. In fact, the newly buffed-up star (he’s been 
hitting the gym every day since clinching the deal) 
is learning to cope with a more than modest 
amount of fan mail. “I get letters all the time,” he 
said, “I’ve even had underwear sent, too.” 

For Keith and most of the other fresh-faced stars 
in the making, Any Dream Will Do was their first 
taste of fame, taking them out of their everyday 
lives and into the limelight where they performed 
live each week to five million viewers. 

“I can’t even describe it,” he says. “People 
disappeared every week, so it seemed to go really 
quickly; yet it went really slowly when you were 
waiting to find out if you’d been voted out. At my 
first audition in Glasgow I remember being really, 


really nervous. I didn’t even think I’d get through 
the first round, let alone to the final.” 

Despite coming in second, Keith has some 
fantastic memories. “Working with people like 
Andrew Lloyd Webber and John Barrowman 
was incredible,” he says. “I’ve learned a lot 
about myself as a performer and as a person. I 
got on really well with them all -1 still text 
John a lot and I’m working for Bill 
Kenwright. 

“I think the programme and the 
Dorothy show and Maria one since has 
been great for musical theatre. 

“It’s brought in a whole new 
audience of people who maybe 
wouldn’t go and see a show 
before.” 

Along with his own theatrical 
pursuits, since Any Dream Will Do 
Keith has established a drama school in 
Edinburgh to encourage other young 
performers. 

“We’ve got about 100 youngsters and it’s nice 
because it’s teaching them about how to progress 
with this everchanging industry, so we teach them 
new techniques all the time, and about being able 
to command a stage. 

“I teach when I can. I’ll be there in the summer 
when we have a week off from Joseph, so that’ll be 
nice. I really enjoy it.” 

So, now he’s achieved his dream of playing 
Joseph, are there any other roles he’s got his eye on 
for the future? “I’d love to do Marius in Les Mis 
and Raul in Phantom of the Opera ... and I’d love 
Andrew Lloyd Webber to bring back The Starlight 
Express so I could do Rusty.”

Bridesmaids is smarter, funnier 
and emotionally deeper than The 
Hangover, introducing us to a 
menagerie of neurotic, self- 
obsessed yet ultimately loveable 
ladies, who are one extra spicy 


Mexican meal away from 
catastrophe. 

Kristen Wiig and Annie Mumolo’s 
script is an embarrassment of 
hysterical riches, anchored by 
winning performances from a 
talented ensemble cast. 

Annie (Wiig) used to own her own 
bakery but she has fallen on hard 
times and now works as a 
jewellery saleswoman. 

She assuages the pain with 
occasional no-strings-attached 
sex with handsome oaf Ted (Jon 
Flamm), who clearly has no 
intention of settling down. 

Best friend Lillian (Maya Rudolph) 
reveals she is getting married and 
asks a clearly delighted Annie to 
be maid of honour. 

Without two dimes to rub 


together, organising a bridal 
shower to remember will be tricky 
for Annie, especially as one of the 
bridesmaids is socialite wife 
Flelen (Rose Byrne). 

Fellow bridesmaids Megan 
(Melissa McCarthy), Becca (Ellie 
Kemper) and Rita (Wendi 
McLendon-Covey) witness the 
fallout as Annie and Flelen vie for 
Lillian's affections. 

Meanwhile, Annie kindles a 
tender romance with police 
officer Nathan Rhodes (Chris 
O’Dowd), who despairs at her 
antics and correctly surmises, 
“You’re like the Maid Of 
Dishonour!” 

Bridesmaids is two hours of 
filthy-minded joy that will have 
you crying with laughter.

Not in my backyard 


S O many of us turn 

detective at this time of 
year, trying to identify 
pests feasting on our flowers or 
decimating our crops. 

But even the experts can get it wrong. 
Only last week at BBC Gardeners’ World 
Live in Birmingham, the panellists from 
BBC Radio 4’s Gardeners’ Question Time 
told one gardener that gypsy moth was 
likely to be the culprit behind the webbing 
which appeared on, and caterpillars which 
defoliated, his cotoneaster. 

However, further investigation revealed 
it wasn’t likely to be the source of the 
problem, as these insects are so rare in 
this country. 

RHS entomologist Andrew Salisbury 
reckons it’s much more likely to be the 
hawthorn webber moth, which is more 
common in Britain. 

The affected parts of the plant are 
covered in silk webbing produced by the 
caterpillars so, at first sight, it could be 
mistaken for the work of spiders. The only 
control is to inspect plants for signs of 
webbing and damage in late spring and 
late summer. If the infestation is confined 
to a few shoots, prune them out. 
Otherwise, you may need to use an 
insecticide, such as pyrethrum. 

Thankfully, many pest problems are 
easier to identify. Whitefly, for instance, 
are a familiar sight on ornamental plants 
and vegetables. These white-winged 
insects suck sap from underneath leaves 
and the foliage becomes coated with a 
black sooty mould.

Hanging sticky traps among plants and 
using organic sprays based on vegetable 
oils or fatty acids can minimise the 
problem. 

Matthew Biggs, a panellist on 
Gardeners’ Question Time, suggests: 

“One novel method of removal is to knock 
the leaves and suck up the whitefly with a 
vacuum cleaner as they fly up into the 
air.” 

Another common problem is scale 
insects, the sap-suckers found on the 
leaves and stems of a range of plants, 
which hide under protective shells which 
vary in shape and colour. 

Again, plants are weakened and 
‘honeydew’ secretions on leaves become 
affected by a black sooty mould, 
particularly in damp weather. 

To control scale insects on fruit trees 
and roses, treat them with an 
environmentally friendly winter wash in 
early winter. Ornamental plants can be 
sprayed with organic sprays. 

Vine weevil is another scourge of 
gardeners, eating the roots of plants so 
that by the time the plants start to wilt, 
there’s no going back. 



BUGS BE GONE: garden invaders that can make our lives a misery and cut a swathe through our 
plants include the spidermite, above, and whitefly, below. 


Adults are about 10mm (l/2in) long, 
black with pale orange spots. They hide in 
the dark during the day but move slowly 
on leaves at night, eating notches in leaf 
margins. The plump white larvae mainly 
feed on the roots of containerised plants 
which simply wilt and die. 

In spring and summer, take a torch in 
the garden to check plants, pick off adult 
weevils and crush them. Encourage 
natural enemies. Vine weevils and their 
grubs are eaten by a variety of predators 
such as birds, frogs, toads, shrews, 
hedgehogs and predatory ground beetles. 

A biological control of the larvae is 


available as a microscopic pathogenic 
nematode (Steinemema kraussei), which 
can be bought from suppliers of biological 
controls. 

Apply it in August or early September 
when the soil temperature is warm 
enough for the nematode to be effective 
and before the vine weevil grubs have 
grown large enough to cause serious 
damage. If you’re struggling to identify 
the pests attacking your plants, cut off a 
piece of plant with the offending bug, pop 
it in a sealed container and take it to your 
garden centre where staff can help.

WE know that the Saab 
9-3 can't go toe-to-toe 
with the best of the 
German compact 
executive cars but a 
realistic approach to 
pricing, a recent boost 
to equipment levels and 
a stylish refresh means 
that the middleweight 
Swede is anything but 
an irrelevance, writes 
Andy Enright. With some 
more efficient engines 
to boot, the 9-3 is well 
worth a look. 

Most customers will choose 
a diesel engine and Saab has 
decided that the 1.9TTiD twin 
turbo unit didn’t need too 
much doing to it. It’s now 
offered in three power 
outputs, 130, 160 and 180bhp, 
the latter two units also 
available with a six-speed 
automatic gearbox. Of a little 
more interest, from a 
reporting perspective if not in 
terms of sales volumes, are the 
two petrol engines that Saab 
has slotted into the 9-3. The 
two 2.0-litre petrol turbo 
engines produce 163bhp and 
220bhp and include direct 
injection, variable valve 
timing and twin-scroll 
turbocharging. Both of these 
engines will be available with 
a six-speed manual and 
automatic transmission. In 
terms of C02 per unit of 
horsepower, the manual 
220bhp 2.0-litre petrol 9-3 is 
the most powerful sub- 
160g/km petrol engine vehicle 
on sale in the UK.

styling hasn’t aged at all badly 
and only really needed some 
of the detailing being 
refreshed. It’s actually the 
second time the 9-3 has been 
facelifted, the last time being 
in 2007. Normally this sort of 
tinkering produces a rather 
messy design that lacks 
overall cohesion, but the latest 
9-3 is undeniably a handsome 
thing. Even the Convertible 
model looks decently 
balanced. 

Even the most ardent Saab 
enthusiast couldn’t deny that 
the 9-3 isn’t in the first flush of 
youth but this latest round of 
revisions has been well judged 
and both saloon and 
SportWagon estate body styles 
have aged very gracefully. 

We could debate back and 
forth endlessly about how the 
Saab compares to the best 
German rivals but such is its 
price advantage that it buys 
itself a whole stackload of 
goodwill. 

With beefier equipment 
levels, a better quality feel 
inside the car and some very 
good engines, the Saab 9-3 
poses a surprisingly com¬ 
pelling argument. One thing 
that hasn’t changed is the 
positioning of Saab as an 
alternative for those unwilling 
to follow the herd. 

The latest 9-3 doesn’t 
punish you for wanting to do 
things differently.
